BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 


April 12.—The town.of Méehdoza, 
after a two-day rain of volcanic 
ash from the Andes, rejoiced today 
as the manifestation stopped and 
the sun shone for the first time 
since Sunday. 

Government officials who had 
prepared to evacuate the inhabi- 
tants, reconsidered, for it appeared 


the danger was over. The presence 
of dangeroug gases was no longer 
noted. The city has a population 
of 80,000. 

Ashes lay more than 14 inches 
deep over some of the territory to- 
day, and westerly winds showered 
the fine dust in a fanlike belt 800 
miles across Central South America. 

Volcanoes are becoming active 
which have long been considered 
dead. At Malargue earth cracks 
appeared last night and the ash 
blanket was 13.5 inches deep be- 
fore midnight. 

The superintendent of telegraphs 
in the Mendoza district telegraphed 
the Minister of Interior this morn- 


ing that darkness, ash clouds and 
— overhung the towns of Chi- 
lecto, San Carlos, La Consulta, 
Campo Los Andes, San Rafael and 
Tunuyan yesterday. From these 
foothill towns the 800-mile fan of 
ash showers extended across South 
America at midnight, enveloping 
Buenos Aires, Montevideo, most of 
Uruguay and even the ships along 
the Atlantic seacoast. 

The shower here was of an al- 
most invisible powder, but it left 
a coating over streets and roofs, 
like snow. 

Reports from San Rafael said 
breathing was difficult there and 
the rumblings: continued, with 
bright flashes in the direction of 
the Andes. The Ministry of Inte- 
rior was asked to send drums of 
oxygen for treatment of cases of 
asphyxiation. A cavalry detach- 
ment went to the aid of stricken 
villages. 

Many towns throughout’ the 
country burned street lights yes- 
terday. Business houses at Trenque 
la Quen, an important town 300 
miles southwest of here, closed be- 
cause of the ashes and darkness.

NEW YORK OFFICIAL INDICTED 
FOR INCOME TAX VIOLATION 


Marriage License Bureau roomie Al- 
leged to Have Received $22, 
Above Salary. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 12.—James 
J. McCormick, Deputy City Clerk in 
charge of the marriage license bu- 
reau for the past 10 years, was in- 
dicted today by a Federal grand 
jury for violation of the income tax 
law. 

McCormick is alleged to have re- 
ceived taxable income. of $22,388, 
apart from his $7500 annual salary, 
which is not taxable. The period 
covered by the indictment includes 
the years 1926, to 1930, inclusive. 
He is charged with attempting to 
defeat and evade the Federal in- 
Come tax law for those years and 
with failure to pay taxes aggregat- 
ing $18,456. 

The indictment is an outgrowth 
of the Hofstadter legislative com- 
mittee investigation. At a hearing 
McCormick admitted he had re- 
ceived many times his salary in 
gratuities from persons he had 
married at the municipal building.

WOMAN, 72, ASLEEP IN AUTO 
SHOT TO DEATH ON HIGHWAY, 


Stepson Wounded in Unexplained 
Attack Near Lexington, Mo., on 
Road to “Bootleggers’ Paradise.”’

LEXINGTON, Mo., April 12.—A 
72-year-old woman was shot to 
death and her stepson was wound- 
ed dangeorusly as they slept in a 
small automobile last night a few 
feet from Highway 24, two miles 
west of Lexington. The victims 
were Mrs. Harry A. Roberts and C. 
J. Dutton of Kansas City. Marks 
on a tarpaulin under which the 
two slept showed that (four 
charges had been fired at them 
from a shotgun. 

Dutton said he could offer no 
explanation for the shooting. He 
said he had come to Lexington 
from Kansas City several days ago 
to seek work here, and failing to 
find it had intended to leave today. 

The highway near which Mrs. 
Roberts and Dutton were sleeping 
is a direct route between an island 
in the Missouri River, known as 
“Bootleggers’ Paradise.” and Lex- 
ington. Mrs. Roberts and Dut- 
ton had camped beside the road 
for several nights. 


JAPANESE SHIP WITH 981 
ABOARD GROUNDED IN STORM 


Two Craft Standing by in Mura- 
kami Bay, but High Seas Pre- 
vent Transfer of Passengers. |

TOKIO, April 12.—A dispatch 
to the Rengo News Agency from 
Hakodate, Japan, today said the 
steamer Taiseimargu No. 3, carry- 
ing 950 Japanese men and women 
workers to the fisheries and can- 
neries in the northern §§ seas for 
the summer season was grounded 
on the rocks of Murakami Bay, on 
Paramushiru Island, in the North- 
ern Kuriles. The ship also carries 
31 men in its crew. 

An SOS ecall brought the Otaru- 
maru-and the Taiseimaru No. 1 to 
the scene, but the high seas thus 
far have prevented a rescue. The 
rescue ships were standing by, the 
dispatches said, hoping to take off 
the passengers before nightfall.

HAWAIIAN MURDER 
VICTIM'S CLOTHING 
PUT IN EVIDENCE 


Its Admission Taken to 
Mean Defense Won't 


Contest Effort to Point to 
Defendants as Slayers. 


OFFICER TELLS 
OF FINDING BODY 


Says Mrs. Fortescue, Mas- 
sie and Seaman Lord 
Were Nearby When He 
Discovered It in Auto. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, April 12.—Weav- 
ing the details into its version of 
how Joseph Kahahawi was killed, 
the prosecution ‘introduced blood- 
stained clothing of the victim in 
evidence today at the trial of Mrs. 
Granville Fortescue and three navy 
men accused of the killing. Kaha- 
wahi and four other men were ac- 
cused of assaulting Mrs. Fortescue’s 
daughter, Mrs. Massie. 

Clarence Darrow, for the de- 
fense, accepted the offerings as 
evidence without further identifi- 
cation, thus apparently indicating 
he would not contest the efforts of 


; the prosecution to point to the de- 


fendants as the slayers. 

The clothing was found in the 
automobile in which were Mrs. 
Fortescue, Lieut. Thomas H. Mas- 
sie and Edward J. Lord, which 
was speeding toward Koko Heal 
with the body of Kahahawai when 
stopped by police. 

William Seymour, part Hawaiian, 
motor cycle officer, was the prose- 
cution’s first witness today. He 
described in detail the finding of 
Kahahawai's body. He said it was 
wrapped in a white sheet, which 
was wet and was bound with a 
rope. 

Defendants Nearby. 

Seymour testified Mrs. Fortescue, 
Massie and Lord were nearby when 
he arrived at the scene. A length 
of half-inch hemp rope was hand- 
ed to Seymour by Public Prosecu- 
tor John C. Kelley. 

“That is the rope,’”’ Seymour said, 
fingering it. 

Kelley required only 10 minutes 
to examine Seymour and Darrow 
less than two minutes in cross- 
questioning him. 

Percy Bond, radio car patrolman 
who was one of the first to arrive 
at the spot where the car was 
stopped, described events there in 
detail. Mr®*Fortescue, Bond said, 
was seated on a stone beside the 
roadway. 

“Did anyone speak to you?” Kel- 
“Yes; Mrs. Fortescue 
got up and came beside me and 


said, ‘Haven’t I met you some- 
where before?’ I said, ‘I don't 
think so.’ 


“She said, ‘Didn’t you come over 
on the Maui (a steamship) about 


two months ago with me?’ And I 
said ‘No.’ 
“She said ‘Pardon me.’ There 


was somebody on the ship who 
looked very much like you.’” 
Bond said when he arrived he 
walked up to George von Arns- 
wald, the officer who stopped the 
car, and said, “Good work, kid.’’ 
Quotes Massie’s Words. 
Lieut. Massie, who was standing 
nearby, Bond said, turned quickly 
and said: “Were you talking to 
me?” 
“Before I could answer,” Bond 


said, “Massie shook hands with 
himself and said, ‘Thank you very 
much.’ ” 


Bond testified Massie appeared 
very pale. During the officer's re- 
cital the Lieutenant gazed steadily 
at the witness, but Mrs. Fortescue 
did not look up. 

Dr. Robert Faus, city and county 
physician, testified Kahawai was 
powerfully built, weighing about 
190 pounds and having a well de- 
veloped body. The physician said 
apparently he bled or was stran- 
glied to death. 

The witness said the bullet in 
Kahahawai's body had been fired 
from above and ranged downward. 
There was a rope mark across the 
back, he testified. 

The prosecution will endeavor to 
show that the killing of Kahahawai 
took place in the home of Mrs. 
Granville Fortescue. 

Darrow Is Overruled. 

A plain gold signet ring and a 
wrist watch with a broken crystal 
which had been taken from Kaha- 
hawai’s body caused a clash be- 
tween Darrow and Kelley. 

When Kelley offered the two 
pieces in evidence Darrow object- 
ed to the introduction of the ring, 
but not the watch. Kelley replied 
to Darrow with rising temper. 

Judge Davis said he was puzzled 
to know why one was acceptable 
to the defense and the other was 
not, 

“I know very well,” Kelley said. 

After conferring with the at- 
torneys Judge Davis overruled Dar- 
row’'s objection. It was learned the 
reason Darrow objected to the ring 
was because it was a class ring of

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The 


Senate’s short-selling investigation, 
with Richard Whitney, president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, on 
the stand before the Banking and 
Currency Committee developed to- 
day into an interesting and at times 
amusing cross-fire between Whit- 


ney and members of the committee 
on the subject of stock exchange 
“zambling.”’ 

As a “bear hunt” the hearing 
was again a fizzle, though it re- 
mained possible that some perti- 
nent dacts will be adduced from the 
detailed information which Whit- 
ney has promised to give the com- 
mittee. To allow time for the as- 
sembling of this information, which 
is to include names of short sellers, 
the committee adjourned the hear- 
ing until next Monday morning, 
with instructions to Whitney to ap-/| 
p-ar again at that time. 

After testimony designed to show 
that the short interest in the New 
York Stock Exchange was not re- 
sponsible for the recent decline in 
prices, Whitney, in reply to sharp 
questions from Senators Glass. 
Brookhart and Blaine launched in- 
to a defense of stock market prac- 
tices and particularly of short-sell- 
ing and marginal buying. 

“Must Have Short Selling.” 

“To get a balanced market,” he 
said, ‘“‘we must have speculation— 
and we must have both the ele- 
ments of speculation, marginal buy- 
ing and short selling, in order to 
give stability. 

“In the United States Govern- 
ment we have two parties. If one 
party were abolished, the tendency 
of government would be without 
control. In the the market we 
have the two speculative elements. 
Both are necessary to give balance. 

“Marginal buying and short-sell- 
ing may smooth out the wave, but 
they never affect the tide.” 

Brookhart said the analogy with 
the American Government didn’t 
hold good, because in practice there 
was just one party—a conservative 
coalition—running the country. 


Irc:*:hs.. denounced the “wild 
orgies of the New York Stock Ex- 
change,” and said he would like to 
see the exchange abolished. 

“Then »eople would go to Can- 
ada or Europe and pay their taxes 
On stock transfers there,’ retorted 
Whitney. 

Brookhart replied that after the 
Louisiana lottery was outlawed it 
went to Mexico, “but didn’t last 
very long.” 

“You brought this coyntry to the 
greatest panic in human history,” 
he fired at the witness. “Your out- 
fit, the New York Stock Exchange, 
brought it there.” 


Speculation Not Gambling. 


“This country was built by spec- 
ulation,” said Whitney, “and spec- 
ulation is not gambling.” 

Senator Couzens asked whether 
it was “sound economics” for the 
Government to tax the people. to 
pay the debts of the railroads. 

Whitney said he understood that 
the roads were paying their own 
debts, through funds advanced, in 
some cases, by tho Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and Glass 
retorted that under this process the 
people in the last analysis were 
paying. 

“T voted for that uneconomic 
transaction,” growled the Virginia 
Senator, “but all the same it isn’t 
right.”’ 

Glass and the witness argued as 
to what constitutes gambling. It 
seemed to the Virginia Senator that 
when a man bought or sold 100 
shares of stock, without any knowl- 
edge of the intrinsic meriis of the 
stock, with a view simply to mak- 
ing a quick turn in the market, he 
was engaged in gambling quite as 
much as if he were betting on the 
races, 

Whitney replied that betting on 
the races was gambling, but that a 
d in stocks, whether on the long 
or the short side was “speculation” 
and not gambling. 

“My Bishop says that bettin; on 
the races is not gambling,” ob- 
served Glass, and the crowd guf- 
fawed at the obvious reference to 
Glass’ political enemy, Bishop 
James Cannon.

CITY THAT OWNS UTILITIES 
REFUNDS 40 PCT. OF TAXES 


Front Royal, Va., and Austin, Tex., 
Cut Electric Rates During 
1931. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 12.—Front 
Royal, Va., has authorized a refund 
of 40 per cent of the already small 
1931 tax levy provided taxes are 
pajd before July 1. Front Royal, a 
town of 2500, has neither curtailed 
+municipal services nor reduced sal- 
aries. The tax refund came from 
the profit of the city-owned and 
operated electric plant. The city’s 
gross income is $55,000, of which 
only $8000 comes from taxes. Last 
September electric rates were cut 
10 per cent, and the sewer tax rate 
to 50 cents from 70 cents. 

Austin, Tex., 53,000 population 
ended the year 1931 with a cash 
balance in its treasury, having col- 
lected 93 per cent Of the 1931 tax 
levy during the year. The town 
further cut the rates of the muni- 
cipally owned electric plant, ef- 
fected a reduction of fire insurance 
rates from 28 to 17 cents, with a 
maximum good credit rate of 15 
cents. A saving of $55,000 a year 
to custOmers resulted from the elec- 
tric rate cut.

Secretary Hyde was summoned 
to the committee room soon after 
the members began their consider- 
ation of the platform, and, in re- 
sponse to questions, said it was his 
opinion that no plank advocating 
modification of the Volstead act 
would be adopted by the conven- 
tion. 

Dry leaders, represented by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Hyde, were 
willing to accepta plank for resub- 
mission of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, if two-thirds of the states call 
for it but unwilling to sub- 
mit to the demands of Collector 
Edmond Koeln and other wet lead- 
for modification of the Volstcad 
act to permit sale of beer. 

At a night conference which con- 
tinued until after 2 o'clock. this 
morning there was no difficulty in 
reaching a common ground on re- 
submission, but Koeln and his as- 
sociates refused to be content with 
that and Hyde refused to approve 
the beer plank. 

Hyde’s Significant Statement. 

In the conference Hyde said 
there was a probability that the 
national Republican platform 
would contain a resubmission 
plank. His statement elicited much 
interest because of the fact that 
Hyde is a member of President 
Hoover's Cabinet, and supposedly a 
in a position to have information as 
to political intentions of the na- 
tional administration leaders.

On 
this same day Levinson got the 
note from the kidnapers, in which 
he was directed to hire Richards.

City and eounty authorities have 


| completed an investigation of a 


bank robber’'s confession, made two 
months ago and amplified at later 
intervals, in which he implicates 
in his gang’s‘activities the chief of 
police of a St. Louis County mu- 
nicipality, a former petty official 
of the county, a neighborhood pri- 
vate watchman who had access to a 
bank the gang planned to rob, and 
a policeman. 

Results of this investigation have 
beén reduced to writing and sub- 
mitted by Sheriff Lill to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Castlen with a request 
that they be presented to the St. 
Louis County grand jury. Castlen 
said today the matter was under 
consideration”and that he did not 
care to comment further at this 
time. 

The bank robbery was never car- 
ried out because one of the gang 
was killed in a bank robbery at 
Edwards, Miss., last Dec. 5 and his 
chief accomplice, who has made 
the confession, was arrested by St. 
Louis police Jan. 30. 

Gist of Prisoner’s Story. 

Briefly, the confession implicates 
the four in this manner: 

The Chief of Police suggested 
the robbery of a bank in his town 
and had several conferences on 
that subject with the robbers; 
he proposéd to station a police- 
man at the bank on the night of 
the robber so that the iieves 
would not be disturbed; he sup- 
plied one of the robbers with a 
revolver to be used in the crime; 
he failed in an effort to obtain 
detailed plang for the construc- 
tion. of the b&nk’s vault, but suc- 
ceeded in obtaining two keys to 
the bank which he ; ve to one of 
the robbers. 

The former petty official per- 
mitted the usc of his business es- 
tablishment as a - ndezvous for 
the gang; arranged for them to 
meet the police chief there to 
discuss plans for the bank rob- 
bery; recruited new members for 
the gang; supplied them with 
weapons, a.ted as “fence” in dis- 
posing of the loot they obtained 
and permitted them to _ store 
burglars’ tools at his home. 

The bank watchman conducted 
"one of the robbers un a survey of 
the bank’s premises in the small 
hours of the morning, indicating 
the location ef burglar alarms, 
and giving advice as to the safest 
procedure to follow in the pro- 
posed robbery. 

The policeman supplied a po- 
lice badge to one of the robbers: 
pointed out a restaurant which 
was held up and robbed of sev- 
eral hundred dollars, the loot be- 
ing used to buy electric drills 
and other equipment for the con- 
templated bank robbery. 

Prisoner in Jail in St. Louis. 
James W. Green, 23-year-old for- 
mer convict, is the robber who has 
made a clean breast of his opera- 
tions and involved those referred to 
above. Green admitted, among 
other things, the robbery of a fur- 
niture store at St. Charles, and is 
under sentence of 20 years in the 
penitentiary for that crime. Pend- 
ing developments in the inquiry 
based on his statements, he is held 
in the St. Louis city jail. © 
Green, whose parents live in Ma- 
plewood, told of - communicating

played his dexterity in handling a 
pistol for the edification of all who 
were present. “Gun ete ” Green 
called them. 

Their host, Green said, told them 
they “would have to wait a few 
days as the watchman was off” 
Green and Behm went to the bank 
to “size up’ the job and decided 
they would need “an electric drill 
two acetylene tanks, a burning out- 
fit, sledge hammer, shovels and a 
couple of chisels. ” The plan was 
to enter the bank building, the 
basement ot which was readily ac- 
cesible, and dril] through a con- 
crete wall to the bank vault. ' 

The Police Chief, Green said, was 
to obtain the plan of the vault’s 
construction at the city hall, and 
the watchman was to show them 
where to go and take them inside 
the bank to sev where the vault 
was situated. All this, he said, was 
arranged by the former petty offi- 
cial. 

Getting Money to Buy Tools. 

To get the money to buy the 
needed burglars’ tools, Green con- 
tinues, he and Behm held up a 
restaurant. This wus the robbery 
indicated to them by the police- 
man Green named. Behm bought 
the tools the next day, storing them 
at first in his home, lafer at the 
home of the former petty official. 

“In the meantime,’”’ Green said, 
‘“‘we drove over to a hospital to see 
a fellow who was sick there and the 
brother of a policeman told me that 
the Chief of Police had issued or- 
ders to pick me up for the stick- 
up of the restaurant. 

“TI told Behm he had better go 
see the chief. That afternoon 
Behm went to his home and asked 
him: ‘What the hell do you mean 
by ordering Green’s arrest?’ Behm 
told him he did not give us any 
money to buy tools and how did he 
think we were going to rob the 
bank, with our hands? The Chief 
said he never thought of that.” The 
arrest order was withdrawn. 

The Police Chief had difficulty 
in gett?r e bank’s plans, Green 
said, because he was not on good 
terms with the man at the City 
Hall, who had charge of them. An- 
other conference between the rob- 
bers and the Chief was arranged 
at the home of the former petty of- 
ficial. Green left there with the 
Chief. 

“He suggested I take a ride with 
him. We passed an oil company 
on Clayton road near North and 
South road and he said that would 
be a good place to stickup, it ought 
to bring $300. I told him iI 
would look at the place. We got 
further down the road and he 
pointed out a house (the home of 
a multi-millionaire) and said we 
could make a lot of money kid- 
naping the man who lived there.

Says Chief Supplied Pistol.

He proposed that Green cut 
through a tile partition in the 
basement and then through the 
plaster board wall of a rest room. 
The watchman, he said, marked 
the tiles to be removed. Green 
went to work on the tile partition 
one night by himself, but decided 
he needed help. 


Arrested Halted Plans. 


That phase of Green’s story 
ends there. His arrest, apparently, 
halted plans for the bank robbery. 
He had considerably more to tell, 
however, for his dealings with the 
former petty official. 

From Behm’s wife, who has re- 
married and is now Mrs. Margaret 
Brietbarth, from Gréen’s friend, 
Miss Berta Milan, and from Mar. 
ion Wallace, now an inmate of 
Boonville Reformatory, police 
have obtained statements substun- 
tiating details of Green's story. 

The robbery of the D Imeyer 
furniture store in St. Char ries, for 
which Green is under sentence, oc- 
curred, he said, after he and three 
other proteges of the former petty 
official had failed earlier in the 
day to carry out a plan to rob a 
bank in another county town. 

They had been assured by the 
formep petty official, he said, t'mt 
he had “fixed things” with the 
Chief of Police, but when Green 
and the others reached the bank 
they suspected an automobile 
parked near there was a police car 
anc returned to their rendezvous 
where they left their weapons, 
pistols and a sawed-off shotgun. 

Their host, Green said, had 
gone to Clayton at the scheduled 
time of the robbery “to establish 
an alibi.””

Decides i to Hold Referen- 
dum as in Previous 
Years, Defeating Recom- 
mendation of Committee. 


The ae: Louis Bar Association 
last night rejected a committee's 
recommendation to discontinue 
participation in judicial primary 
elections. It voted decisively to 
continue the pre-primary referen- | 
dum as conducted in 1928 and 1930, 
as well as the pre-election ‘referen- 
dum on judicial nominees. 

Judicial candidates, as designat- 
ed by the association, include Cir- 
cuit Judges, Probate Judge, Judge 
of the Cotirt of Criminal Correc- 
tion, Circuit Attorney and Prose- 
cuting Attorney. 

The Committee on Nomination 
of Judicial Candidates had recom: 
mended discontinuance of the pre- 
primary referendum on the ground 
that its continuance, might subject 
‘the association to an imputation of 
§ participation in party politics and 
that candidates indorsed in the 
pre-primary, but not in the pre- 
election referendum might be em- 
barrassed. 

Two members of the committee 
of 10, Walter Diehm and Robert 
L. Ailworth, had voted against the 
recommendation on the ground 
that the association would have to 
accept candidates selected by po- 
litical parties, regardless of their 
qualifications. The other eight, 
who favored the change, were Lu- 
ther Ely Smith, chairman; Jesse 
A. McDonald, Clifford B. Allen, 
William T. Jones, Lambert E. Wal- 
ther, Rhodes E. Cave, Earl F. Nel- 
son and Samuel B. McPheeters. 

The association rejected also the 
committee’s recommendation that 
no member of the association ad- 
vocate publicly the nomination or 
election of a judicial candidate 
other than through a general refer- 
endum.

Consideration of the proposal to 
discontinue the pre-primary refer- 
endum evoked spirited argument 
among the 150 lawyers present.

State Conventions and Dry Law Repeal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is now generally admitted that if 

popular sentiment favers repeal of the 

eighteenth amendment, the method to 
be adepted should be for Congress to 
authorize the calling of conventions in 
the several states to express the will of 
the people, rather than to adopt the al- 
ternative method prescribed by article 
V of the Constitution, namely, to submit 
the question to the state legislatures. 

The constitutional convention is an 
American institution. Only one national 
constitutional convention has been held 
—-that which framed the Federal Con- 
stitution in 1787. But, in amending state 
i< Constitutions, the convention method has 
> been largely followed. The ordinary pro- 
: cedure is for the State Legislature to call 

@ convention, the members to be chosen 
by vote of the electers, and providing 
for the submission of the results of its 
work to the Legislature and then to the 
people for ratification. In many cases, 
however, proposed amendments are sub- 
mitted directly to the people, without 
previous reference to the Legislature. In 
at least one case (Mississippi, 1890), an 
amended Constitution was promulgated 
| and put into effect by the constitutional! 
convention which framed it without 
. ratification by the people or the Legisla- 
; ture. James, in his ‘Treatise ou Con- 
stitutional Conventions,” says that doubt- 
less such mode of amendment, by con- 
vention only, is valid, if the powers of 
the convention are not expressly limited 
by statute. 

The popular feeling in favor of state 
eonventions to act upon the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment is based upon 
| the belief that the submission of such a 
‘= proposal to conventions would be more 
oa effective in giving expression to the 
} wishes of the people than the method of. 

submitting the question to state legis- 
a lators, who, being office-holders, would 
be amenable to undue influence. Dele- 
} gates to a convention would be free from 
such influence, being chosen for the oc- 
casion and having no offices to lose. 

In considering this method, it must 
not be forgotten that Congress has full 
power, under the fifth article of the Con- 
stitution, to deny the people the right 
to use the convention method. Congress 
ean, if it choose, limit the question of 
amendment or repeal to the action of 
state legislatures. This being the case, 
public epinion will have to be expressed 
vigorously and unequivocally in favor of 
the convention method, so that Congress- 
men will not dare to eppose the popular 
wiil. 

Submission ef this question to state 
legislatures will be a waste of time and 
effort. Under the convention method, the 
people have an opportunity to express 
their will more directly. In cases where 
they are directly interested, it is well te 
follow the practice suggested by Abra- 
ham Lincoln's principle of government 
~—~—“of the peopie, by the people, for the 
people.”

HE kidnaping ef the young son of Col. 

and Mrs. Lindbergh was a peculiarly 

dastardly act. Yet the main lesson of 
the whole tragedy will have been lost if f 
does not direct public attention beyond this 
particular and deplorable crime. We should 
hang our heads in shame because we have 
net taken warning years ago and moved to 
make such episodes rare if not extinct. 

Kidnaping is a peculiarly repulsive and 
atrocious crime. Perpetrators should be 
quickly and certainly apprehended. They 
should be given stiff sentences in order to 
protect society from their further depreds- 
tions. But it is not enough to punish those 
who execute a particular crime of this sort. 
We need te get at the causes of such acts, 
so that we may protect society from «4 
repetition. In any civilized society, parents 
should feel secure from this variety of bar- 
barism. 

We should let this case focus our atten- 
tion upon the prevalence of other revolting 
crimes. We must come to realize the 
uniquely disgraceful condition in respect to 
crime which exists in the United States. 
This cannot be blamed on prohibition alone. 
lt is due to a traditional lawlessness. It is 
due to the lack of the development of highly 
trained professional police, entirely incor- 
ruptible, such as exist in most Eurepean 
eountries. It is due to an intimidated popu- 
lace which does not dare to testify against

As crime is a medical problem, we shoul, 
as in general medicine, lay primary stress 
upon preventive therapy. As far as possible, 
we should prevent the procreation of types 
likely te be unusually predisposed toward 
anti-secial conduct.

Many speech defects were symp- 
toms of an underlying emotional 
instability arising from psycholog- 
ical shock, which, through ‘anxiety 
and fear, may handicap the whole 
personality, said Dr. P. E. Kubit- 
schek, director of the Child Guid- 
ance Clinic.
